liobbed and Shipped, to Cuba.

One of tho most mystcrioue cases of 
iwppoaronco, that has puzzled tho po- 
,scc and made columns of newspaper 
peculabiou last fall, the following solu- 
lon^aibcon furnished by|tho individual 
timaeJf. 
Captain MoDanielg, of Gan- 


^usburg, Pa., atartod east laitt October 
o buy good«. 
After 'a brief visit to 


3hiladelphU he took tho can for this 
city. On tho oars he met a salesman 
with whom he had traded before, and 
while canvMsing the state of the market 
•with him, a ,tall, well-drowsed, prepoa- 
essing-looking stranger, jcincd the par- 
y, nnd requested permission to display 
ome samples of luces that be wan soli- 
ng. Permission being accorded, tho 
goods were shown, after which some' 
losultory conversation followed, and the 
stranger left them. As MoDaniels wai 
;oing on the ferryboat to cross from 
Forney city, the 
stranger appeared 


again, and told him he had better take 
a b»at lower down the slip, OR the other 
was going too high up town for his pur- 
poses, 


The Captain accepted the advice, and 


the stranger kindly proffered his servi- 
ces to see him straight for the St Nich- 
olas Hotel nflcr landing They loft the 
brryboat together and started to walk 
up the street that runs at right angles 
with the Hudson, Tho name of tho 
itrect the captain did not know. After 
,lioy had walked a block, the stranger 
nvitcd him to tnko a dri»k, and they 
wont into a saloon for the purpose. Tho 
saloon, tho captain states, Imd a bar to 
the right on entering, and in the rear 
was a counter and several refreshment 
tables, 
Capt. McDaniels took two cups 


of coffee after which all consciousness 
loll him. 
When his senses returned he 


found himself lying on tho floor of an 
apartment from nix to eight foot square. 
No door or window was discoverable, 
and the place was in total darkness.— 
Searching for his personal effects, he 
discovered that his watch and chain, 
two drafts on Now York bunks and $7,- 
000 in greenbacks, which had been tied 
around his waist in a handkerchief, 
wore gone. The situation flashed upon 
him, ho had bn«n drugged and robbed, 
and now, doubtless was stowed away 
until he could bo murdered and dispos- 
ed of. Heartsick and weak from poison 
ho lapsed again into insensibility. 


Wnon consciousness returned the 


rolling motion and tbo sound of tramp- 
ing foct overhead made him aware that 
he was on a ship of some kind. Feeling 
around ho discovered biscuits and a pan 
of water along sido of him. Frequent 
attempts to attract attention by knock- 
ing on the roof of his pribon resulted 
in disappointment. 
Sometime after- 


ward, an ago it seemed to the captain, 
somo one opened tho hatch and peeped 
in. An appeal to him to bring some tea 
met with no response. Soon aftoi wards 
the door rooponod and two men order- 
ed him to come up on deck, 
Ho did 


so, and was forced into a yawl boat at 
the side of the vesse]. 
Two sailors got 


in also and then pushed off. 
The ves- 


sel as he saw her while pushing off ap- 
peared to bo an oyster sloop about sisty 
feet long. They rowed about an hour, 
when they reached the shore breakers, 
A little further und tlio boaoh became 
dimly visible. 
When they had run in 


close he was ordered to jump out, which 
h« did and went ashore. 
lie crept in- 


to the bushes and waited for the dawn. 
Shortly throe horsemen passed by, and 
hailing thorn he found himself a priso- 
ner to three soldiers^spouking a tongue 
with which he was unacquainted, They 
treated him with great indignity, chain- 
ing him in a stockade where negroes 
were already confined. 
They sent in 


plenty of rice yams, and orange for 
provisions. One of the negroes could 
speak a little English, and ho gathered 
that the Spaniards of 6uba were his 
captors. 
He was released by a mid- 


night attack of negro guerrillas on the 
post. 
After wandering about for sev- 


eral days with tht'se partisans he effect- 
ed his escape, and,"gnided by the sound 
of the gnus of Morro (Jostle, reached 
Havann, Ho metja sailor who took him 
on board u vessel in the harbor, and af- 
ter a days recruiting, he engaged as 
shipping clerk with Uumbargo & Co., 
3 Olloilly street. He retained his po- 
sition until he had accumulated suffi- 
oient money to go to New Orleans, to 
which point his friends had forwarded 
money, lie became ill after his arrival 
in the Crescent City, and was prevent- 
ed from returning home for several 
weeks. 
He only succeeded in reaching 


Iionio about four days ago._

submitted to us by you, on behalf of many 
citizens of Illini Township: "Can the To- 
ledo, W&bash & Western Railway Compa- 
ny legally eject passengers from the can on 
their Hoe wbo refuse to pay moro tban 2} 
centijper mile fare I" And .pur opinion 
In writing hai been requested. 


Whether luch a step on tbe part of tbe 


Company would be legal, or otherwise, 
depend* upon, the corutltutlonallty of the 
act of the legislature, pawed the session of 
1871-3, which fixes a limit fot paatenger 
rates. In pursuance of that act, tbe Tole- 
do, Wabosh * Western Railway Company 
has been placed In "Claiia A," and tbe 
maximum rate In tbat class li 2} cents per 
mile. 


If thai act is in conformity with the 


oonstlutlon of Illinois, and of tbe United 
States, then It follows, as a matter of course, 
that tbe company could not legally de- 
mand more than 2J cents per mile from 
passengers, antf if passengers should refuse 
to pay more tban that rate, their expulsion 
from .tbe cam 'fpr soon refusal would be 
Illegal, and tbe Company would bo liable 
In damages to tbe parties aggrieved. 


On tbe other band, If that act la not 


warranted bv'thoso constitutions, then tbe 
Company would not bo bound by it; more 
than 2} cents <ponld, be Jegnlly demanded, 
and If refusod^ihe passenger refusing could 
bo legally expelled from the trnin by tho 
o(I)cora la charge of it.

•' Our opinion Is, that the law fixing rates 
for railroad companies lu iu conflict with 
tho constitutions of Illinois and of the 
United States, 
Tho weight of decis- 


ions of courts in tbo United States and 
'Great Britain establishes this proposition: 
"Tho charter of a railway company is a 
contract between the people of the State 
In their sovereign capacity and tho Indi- 
viduals to whom it U granted." Tlio rights 
of tho people on the ono hand and the 
rights ot those who accopt a charter and 
organize and do business under, it ou tho 
other, must bo determined by tho chartel 


Itself. Tbe people of tbo Stato stand in 
relation to tbe persons accepting a charter 
in juet the same position tlmt private Indi- 
viduals would stand in relation to such 
persons. 
No luw could bo rightfully 


passed that would Interfere with a contract 
made between private individuals and a 
railroad company before the passage of 
such law. No law can bo rightfully passed 
tbat Interferes with a contract entered into 
between tbo people of the Stato in their 
sovereign capacity and a railroad company 
before the paseago of such law. The char- 
ter granted to the Toledo, Wabash & Wes- 
tern Railway Company did not restrict tbo 
Company to prices to bo charged for tbe 
carrying of passengers and the transporta- 
tion of freight. On the contrary, tbat char- 
ter leaves tbe regulation of passenger and 
freight tariffs entirely in the hands of the 
Company. Under that charter, then, the 
contract entered into between the people 
of tbo State, throngh tbo Legislature, and 
the men to whom tho charter was granted 
and their successors, was that tbo latter, 
in consideration of tbe expenditure of their 
money lu tbo building of a railway, should 
have tbo exclusive right, subject to the 
control nf tho courts, of regulating their 
charges for passengers and freight. 
The 


act of 1871-2 referred to, in declaring tbat 
railways with unrestricted power in their 
charters to regulate prlcos shall only col- 
lect (ho rates prescribed in tbe act; it legis- 
lation changing and Impairing contracts 
solemnly entered into between tbo people 
of the State and such companies, and upon 
the strength and faith of which contracts 
the persona composing such companies In- 
vested their money in tho construction of 
railroads in this State. 


Such is tbe position that, as we have 


before stated, is sustained by the weight of 
jadlolal;decl»!oni in this country and Great 
Britain; and it is our opinion that tbo Su- 
premo Court of this Stato will decide in 
conformity to sucb decisions when called 
upon to decide this question. 


There Is now a case ponding in tbe Su- 


preme Court of this State, and which will 
probably bo finally disposed of within a few 
weeks,, in which tbo question of tho con- 
stitutionality of tbo law regulating prices 
oa railways is directly presented to the 
Court. 


Wo think it would bo boat to await tho 


action of tbe Supremo Court In that cate 
before engaging in further attempts to 
question your rights under the ocJ of 
1871-2, 


Should the Court decide that act uncon- 


stitutional and void, by awaiting such ac- 
tion, you would save great vexation and 
avoid possible suits by the railway compa- 
ny and others against yon for delay of 
Irainn, &o. As the time when such decis- 
ion will probably bo rendered Is not dis- 
tant there will bo little loflt by the delay. 
If tho law should not bo sustained, then of 
course, those parties who refuse to pay 
moro thnn 2\ cents per mile and delay 
trains In contests with officers in charge of 
tbe same, would bo liable for all damages 
sustained by pasncngcrs wbo would miss 
connections or bo in anywise injured.
